.'\NNUAL  REPORT,  1911. 

Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  m3'  report  upon  the  health  of  the  district 
ami  the  statistics  for  the  jmar  ending  December  31st,  lyii. 

No  important  events  have  taken  place;  in  fact,  the  whole  district 
is  much  as  it  was  in  the  pre\'ious  year. 

On  January-  26th  a public  inquiry  was  held  at  Velvertoft  by  Mr. 
Crosthwaite  to  consider  a sewage  scheme  which  had  been  drawn  up, 
but  it  was  rejected  bj’  the  Local  Government  Board  owing  to  the 
following  reasons  : — 

(i.)  Insufficient  flush  of  water  during  the  summer  months. 

(2.)  Insufficient  fall,  due  to  the  flatness  of  the  district. 

(3.)  Proposed  field  liable  to  flooding  and  becoming  waterlogged. 

In  June  the  Council  held  another  special  meeting  at  the  village  to 
consider  a new  scheme  to  relieve  the  defects  in  the  disposal  of  the 
sewage,  and  a new  length  of  sewer  has  been  laid  tlown. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  whooping  cough,  the  Yelvertoft  Schools 
were  closed  from  September  i8th  to  October  2nd. 


Except  for  a few  odd  cases,  the  district  has  been  otherwise  free  from 
non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  amongst  children. 

Birth-Rate. 

The  births  registered  during  the  3’ear  numbered  53,  as  compared 
with  54  in  the  previous  year,  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of  22.6  jier  1,000. 
Three  of  these  were  illegitimate.  Of  ihe  births  22  were  males,  31 
females.  The  birth-rate  still  remains  practically  unchanged. 


Death-Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  was 
35,  as  compared  with  aq  in  the  previous  year,  equiv'alent  to  a death- 
rate  of  14.9  per  1,000.  The  death-rate  is  thus  practically'  the  same  as 
it  has  been  for  the  last  five  years,  which  is  14.7  per  1,000. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Notification  of  Births  .\cl,  i()07,  has  not  been  .adopted.  There 
IS  no  reason  to  do  .so,  as  the  infant  mortality  remains  very  low.  Onlv 
four  deaths  of  children  under  twelve  months  have  been  registered 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  75.4  per  1,000  births.  ’ 


Causes  of  De.^th  at  .all  Ages. 

"Diere  has  only  been  one  death  from  zymotic  disease— that  of  a child 
at  Barby  from  epidemic  diarrha'.a.  This  gives  the  zymotic  death-rate 
of  0.4  ])cr  1,000,  ascom])areil  with  1.7  ]ier  1,000  last  year.  Two  deaths 
occurred  as  the  result  of  aceiilents;  three  from  cancer— eiiual  to  i > 
per  1,000  as  compared  wilh  1.7  per  1,000  last  year.  Of  the  whoie 
number  of  deaths  {35)  nine  were  of  iiersons  over  So' years  of  age  • eleven 
were  of  persons  between  63  mu!  80. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Diglil  case.s  in  all  have  been  notified — four  of  erysipelas  at  Barby,  one 
of  scarlet  fever  at  Yelvertoft,  one  of  diphtheria  at  Clay  Coton  and  one 
at  ^'elv^ertoft,  and  one  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  at  Yelvertoft.  In 
every  case  detailed  instructions  have  been  given,  the  site  of  the 
outbreak  visited  and  the  premises  thoroughly  disinfected  after  the 
patient ’s  recovery.  No  death  has  occurred. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations. 

rnder  .\rticle  IV.  of  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis  in  Hospitals) 
Regulations,  igii,  no  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been  notified 
from  any  Hospital  or  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  coming  from  this 
district.  A discharged  soldier,  who  originally  came  from  Yelvertoft, 
was  sent  from  Netley  Hospital,  after  being  resident  abroad  several 
years,  to  his  home  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  I was 
notified  of  the  fact  by  the  Army  Officials. 

No  other  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been  notified,  and  no 
death  has  occurred  from  phthisis  or  any  other  form  of  tuberculosis. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1910. 

The  following  is  a tabulated  list  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  : — 
Number  of  houses  examined,  50  : number  of  re-inspections,  151  ; 
number  of  dwelling  houses  which  were  considered  to  be  in  a state 
injurious  to  health,  one,  occupied  by  Chas.  Ashby,  of  Crick,  which  had 
defective  roof,  walls  and  drains,  and  was  in  a state  of  dilapidation  (the 
tenants  vacated  the  house) ; number  of  representations  made,  none. 

So  far  action  has  only  been  taken  on  the  reports  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  No  closing  orders  have  been  made.  Twelve  cottages  have 
been  cleaned  and  repaired.  Ashpits  have  been  provided  in  six  cot- 
tages, and  nine  have  been  re-drained  ; eight  privy-middens  have  been 
converted  into  pail  closets  ; seven  defective  floors  have  been  repaired  ; 
ten  windows  have  been  made  to  open  ; five  roofs,  have  been  repaired 
and  three  wells  protected  against  pollution  ; six  back  yards  have  been 
re-paved  ; three  new  pail  and  one  new  water  closet  have  been  built. 

Of  the  fifty  cottages  examined  and  reported  upon  no  repairs  have 
as  yet  been  executed  in  21,  although  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  made 
three  or  four  visits  to  each  individual  cottage. 

The  supply  of  labourers’  cottages  is  adequate  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  district.  Repairs  and  improvements  are  very  necessary  in 
many  ca.ses. 

No  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and  none  have 
been  demolished.  The  population  has  increased  by  62  during  the  last 
ten  years,  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  each  inhabited  house 
is  3.7. 

The  slaughter-houses,  dairies,  and  bakehouses  have  received 
periodical  visits,  and  on  the  whole  are  clean  and  well-kept,  with  the 
exception  of  one  at  Kilsby.  Limewashing  is  rigorously  enforced,  and 
structural  improvements  advised  where  needed. 

\ few  privy  - middens  still  exist,  but  under  the  working  of  the 
blousing  and  Town  Planning  Act  will  soon  be  non-existent.  Water 
closets  and  the  pail  system  are  general h’  employed. 

The  sewage  disposal  and  drainage  of  Kilsby  is  unsatisfactory,  and 
in  the  near  future  must  call  for  a new  and  complete  system. 

On  the  whole,  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  are 
satisfactory.  Improvements  in  housing  and  sanitation  are  made  as 
necessity  arises.

Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  report, 
with  summary,  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year  1911. 

Inspection  of  District. 

As  in  previous  years,  periodical  and  systematic  inspections  have  been 
made  in  various  parts  of  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  many 
Acts,  Orders,  Regulations,  Bye-Laws,  &c.,  in  force  in  the  district. 

The  following  summary  will  give  the  numbers  of  the  principal  works 
which  have  been  carried  out  : — 12  cottages  cleansed  and  repaired  ; 
nine  galvanised  bins  or  ashpits  provided  ; 15  cottages  re-drained  ; 20 
midden  privies  converted  into  pail  or  water  closets  ; seven  defectixe 
floors  repaired  and  made  good  ; 10  windows  provided  and  fixed,  or 
repaired  and  made  to  open  ; five  defective  roofs  repaired  ; three  wells 
protected  against  surface  contamination  ; six  yards  re-paved,  Ac.  ; 
one  eaves  gutters  and  down  pipes  fixed  ; three  new  pail  closets  built  ; 
one  disconnection  from  drain  ; one  lot  of  animals  removed  ; 16 

accumulations  of  manure  and  offensive  matter  removed  ; two  cow- 
houses, improved  light,  ventilation,  drainage,  &c. ; three  houses  dis- 
infected after  infectious  disease  ; one  other  nuisance  removed. 

There  are  a number  of  cases  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889. 

Seven  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  during  the  year, 
viz.  : — Four  erysipelas  at  Barby,  one  each  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
at  Yelvertoft,  and  a case  of  diphtheria  at  Clay  Coton. 

The  method  of  disinfection  has  been  carried  out  by  means  of 
Formalin  fumigation. 

Disinfectants  were  gratuitously  supplied  ; the  water  supply, 
drainage,  and  any  other  existing  insanitary  conditions  were  enquired 
into,  and  any  necessary  steps  at  once  taken. 

Water  Supplies. 

Only  one  sample  of  water,  obtained  from  Crick,  was  submitted  for 
analysis,  which  was  found  to  be  of  good  quality  and  fit  for  drinking 
purposes.  No  certificate  has  been  issued  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878. 

Can.x,l  Boats  Acts. 

Twenty  boats  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  all  were  found  lo 
comply  with  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the  boats. 
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Petroleum  Acts. 

There  are  three  persons  licensed  under  the  Acts  whose  premises  have 
been  inspected  and  found  to  comply  with  all  requirements.  I have 
not  found  it  necessary  to  take  and  test  any  samples  of  petroleum 
during  the  year  ; the  oils  now  in  general  use  have  a guaranteed  flash 
point  over  that  required  by  the  Petroleum  Act. 

1 have  not,  nor,  so  far  as  I ',,un  aware,  has  the  Council,  received  any 
notice  during  the  year  of  persons  kecjiing  carbide  of  calcium  and  petrol 
without  license  in  accordance  with  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders  614 
and  1659. 

Under  the  Orders  in  question  a person  may  keep  aSlbs.  of  carbide 
without  a license  where  the  following  conditions  are  observed  : — 

(a)  The  carbide  shall  be  kept  only  in  a metal  vessel  or  vessels, 
hermetically  closed  at  all  times  when  the  carbide  is  not  actually- 
being  placed  in  or  withdrawn  from  such  vessel  or  vessels. 

{b)  The  vessels  containing  the  carbide  shall  be  kept  in  a dry 
and  well-ventilated  place. 

(c)  Due  precautions  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  unauthorised 
persons  from  having  access  to  the  carbide. 

In  the  case  of  petrol,  the  maximum  which  may  be  kept  without 
a license  is  60  gallons. 

Where  two  or  more  storehouses  are  required  they  must  be  more 
than  20  feet  from  each  other,  and  the  same  distance  from  any  other 
building,  whether  or  not  in  the  same  occupation,  or  from  any 
timber  stack  or  other  inflammable  goods  ; each  storehouse  to  be 
thoroughly  ventilated  ; in  each  case  notice  of  such  keeping  to  be 
given  to  the  local  authority,  and  free  access  afforded  to  their 
authorised  inspector.  In  no  case  is  petroleum  spirit,  kept  wholly 
or  partially  for  sale,  exempt  from  the  necessity  of  a license. 

Sl.vughter-Houses. 

The  number  of  slapghter-houses  in  use  in  the  district  is  six.  Visits 
at  irregular  intervals  have  been  made  to  each  one,  and  with  one  ex- 
ception they  have  been  found  satisfactory.  Notices  were  issued  to 
limewash  four  times  during  the  year  and  duly  complied  with. 

At  your  request,  I presented  in  June  last  a special  report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  slaughter-house  and  premises  at  Kilsby, 
occupied  by  Mr.  Cloasby  ; and  although  considerable  correspondence 
has  passed  between  the  Council  and  Mr.  Cloasby,  I am  not  able  to  report 
much  progress  at  the  clo.se  of  the  year. 

The  whole  of  the  carcases  and  other  foods  examined  during  the  year 
have  been  found  to  be  free  from  tiisease,  and  in  all  respects  fit  for 
human  food. 

.\pplication  was  made  to  you  for-a  license  under  the  Knackers’  .Vet, 
17S6,  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a knacker  at  Barby.  The  matter  was 
carefully  and  fully  considered,  together  w ith  a letter  protesting  against 
the  e.^lablishillg  of  the  business  by  nearly  every  ratepayer  at  Barby, 
and  as  a result  it  was  unanimously  resolved  by  you  not  to  grant  the 
license. 
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A similar  application  was  made  to  you  for  a license  to  use  certain 
premises  at  Ivilsby  as  a slaughter-house,  which  your  officers  felt 
compelled  to  oppose  on  the  following  grounds  : — 

(i.)  Unsuitable  site  and  structure. 

(2.)  Want  of  a proper  and  sufficient  water  supply. 

(3.)  No  proper  drainage,  &c. 

The  Council  gave  their  careful  consideration  to  the  application  and 
the  officers’  objections,  and  finally  decided  not  to  license  the  premises. 


F.^CTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  .A  CT. 

There  are  36  workshops  in  the  district,  including  six  bakehouses. 

Notices  were  issued  twice  during  the  year  to  cleanse  and  whitewash 
the  bakehouses  and  duly  complied  with. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds,  &c. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  several  cowhouses,  and  in  two  instances 
improvements  have  been  made  in  regard  to  light,  ventilation,  drain- 
age, &c. 

The  periodical  limewashing  of  cowhouses  has  been  well  maintained. 
Three  persons  registered  themselves  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  persons  now  registered  is  13. 


Housing  .'vnd  Tow'n  Planning  Act. 

During  the  year  I have  inspected  50  hou.ses  in  your  district,  viz.  : 
Yelvertoft,  3 ; Kilsby,  17  ; Barby,  ii  ; Lilbourne,  7 ; Crick,  8 ; and 
Cla}’  Coton,  4. 

In  each  case  a detailed  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
property  was  presented  to  you,  after  which,  and  in  accordance  with 
your  instructions,  a summary  of  the  defects  reported  was  sent  to  each 
of  the  respective  owners,  asking  that  the  defects  enumerated  should 
have  prompt  attention,  by  which  means  much  work  has  been  done 
without  having  to  resort  to  legal  formalities.  I feel  convinced  that 
when  once  the  .\ct  is  thoroughly  understood,  and  some  few  amendments 
have  been  made  in  it,  it  will,  with  efficient  administration,  prove  a 
great  blessing  to  people  living  in  rural  parishes.
